OAKLAND,  Calif.  (AP)  -  Showers 
each  night,  clean  shirts  every  day  and 
lush  green  lawns  may  become  luxurious 
memories  for  more  than  a  million 
northern  Californians  who  awoke 
Wednesday  to  strict  water  rationing 
orders. 

Directors  of  the  East  Bay  Municipal 
Utility  District,  which  serves  1.1 
million  persons  across  the  bay  from  San 
Francisco,  imposed  the  new  restrictions 
because  a  two-year  drought  has  severely 
reduced  reservoir  levels.  . 

Just  10  days  earlier,  169,000  Marin 
County  residents  north  of  San 
Francisco  were  ordered  to  cut  their 
water  use  in  half.  San  Francisco  has 
declared  a  “water  emergency”  but  has 
not  yet  enforced  any  restrictions.

Too  much  paperwork

Lack  of  rain  and  snow  has  also 
threatened  water  shortages  in  many 
other  areas  of  the  West,  and  water 
rationing  has  been  mentioned  as  a 
distinct  possibility  in  sections  of 
Oregon  and  in  the  Denver  area. 

The  East  Bay  rationing,  covering 
Oakland  and  surrounding  communities 
in  Alameda  and  Contra  Costa  counties, 
came  with  warnings  that  chronic 
abusers  of  the  restrictions  would  find 
their  water  supply  monitored  and  the 
valve  turned  off  when  the  limit  was 
reached. 

Each  person  will  be  limited  to  60 
gallons  a  day  with  a  maximum  of  280 
gallons  per  family,  regardless  of  size. 

District  figures  show  families  in 
sburban  areas  of  Contra  Costa  County 
have  been  using  as  much  as  845  gallons 
a  day,  of  which  600  gallons  went  to 
landscape  watering  and  other  exterior 
uses. 

This  compares  with  East  Bay  urban 
dwellers  who  have  been  using  an 
average  of  325  gallons  a  day,  with  135 
gallons  for  exterior  use. 

The  impacL-'On  the  lifestyles  of 
Oakland  residents  could  not  be 
immediately  gauged,  but  at  least  one 
resident,  Catherine  Moss,  said  she  and 
her  husband  considered  the  limit 
acceptable.  “I’m  not  a  wasteful 
person,”  she  said. 

The  water  shortage  will  especially 
affect  some  businesses. 


Andy  Shahwan,  owner  of  a  Berkeley 
commercial  laundry,  said  he  has  been 
cutting  back  his  water  use  by  25  per 
cent  for  several  weeks  in  ahticipation  of 
the  district’s  action. 

Leonidas  Jackson,  proprietor  of  an 
Oakland  car  wash,  said  simply,  “I  need 
water  to  survive.” 

The  utility  district  directors  declared  . 
a  “water  shortage  emergency- 
condition”  late  Tuesday  and  ordered 
the  mandatory  restrictions 
implemented  immediately. 

The  goal  is  to  reduce  last  year’s  daily 
average  consumption  of  220  million 
gallons  of  water  a  day  to  164  million 
gallons  daily. 


District  directors  will  meet  March  8 
to  consider  a  strict  penalty  schedule 
and  possible  rate  increases.  They  said 
they  also  may  review  the  household 
allotments. 

Director  John  Reynolds  said  less 
severe  cutbacks  would  be  enforced 
against  industry  because  of  fears  of 
increasing  unemployment. 


Under  the  plan,  water  supplies  for 
industrial  users  would  be  cut  10  per 
cent;  commercial  interior  users,  25  per 
cent;  multiple  dwellings  with  five  or 
more  units,  30  per  cent;  public 
agencies’  interior  use,  25  per  cent; 
public  agencies,  exterior  use,  50  per 
cent.

The  122-foot -long  orbiter  is  scheduled  to  begin  taxi 
tests  as  early  as  next  Tuesday  and  a  flight  test  Feb. 
18.  In  both  tests  the  Enterprise  will  be  unoccupied. 

The  weight  and  balance  and  taxi  testing  is  to  make 
sure  the  two  craft  are  in  proper  balance  and  that 
there  will  be  no  excessive  vibration. 

The  Boeing  747  will  also  be  used  later  to  cary  the 
space  shuttle  to  an  altitude  where  it  can  be  released 
and  flown  back  to  Edwards  on  its  first  solo  flight 
tests.

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Rifle  teams  eye  competition 
against  intermountain  rivals 


Cougar  rifle  team  captain  John 
Babcock  aims  for  target  in 
preparation  for  upcoming 


BYU’s  two  rifle  teams,  the  Blue  ‘A’ 
team  and  White  ‘B’  team,  are  hoping  to 
take  top  honors  this  year  in  the 
Intermountain  Shooter’s  League  over 
rivals  Utah  State  and  Idaho  State. 

According  to  Sgt.  First  Class  Jon 
DeFrehn,  coach  of  the  team,  the  Blue 
team  is  6-1  in  its  division,  and  the 
White  team  is  leading  its  division  with  a 
9-6  mark. 

DeFrehn,  in  his  first  year  as  coach, 
said  one  of  the  biggest  challenges  facing 
the  team  is  recruiting.  “Many  students 
on  campus  just  don’t  know  about  it,” 
he  said. 

He  also  pointed  out  the  team  is  open 
to  anyone  on  campus.  “A  lot  of  people

BYU  Indian  Week,  which  begins

Fashion  shows,  talent  shows,  and  a 
speech  contest  are  some  of  the  events 
offered  during  the  six-day  affair, 
according  to  Kent  Dukepoo  and 
Eleanor  Boyd,  co-chairmen  of  Indain 
Week. 

To  educate  the  public,  Dukepoo  said, 
the  Indian  Week  committee  has 
scheduled  several  lectures  that  will 
feature  prominent  Indians,  and  has 
arranged  to  make  displays  available 
daily  in  the  Stepdown  Lounge,  ELWC.

The  Lamanite  Generation  and  the 
Tribe  of  Many  Feathers’  Intertribal 
Choir  are  each  scheduled  to  perform 
during  the  week.  Highlighting  the 
week’s  activities  will  be  the  Intertribal 
Exchange  on  the  16th  when  Indains 
will  perform  traditional  dances  from 
each  represented  tribe,  Dukepoo  said. 


think  because  the  Army  ROTC 
sponsors  the  team,  that  you  have  to  be 
a  cadet  to  join.  This  is  not  so.  In  fact, 
we  only  have  three  cadets  on  the  team 
this  year.” 

Another  challenge  DeFrehn  and  team 
adviser  Capt.  Michael  Merz  face  is  the 
budget  of  the  team.  According  to 
DeFrehn,  BYU  Physical  Plant  pays  the 
fees  for  range  rental,  but  the  remainder 
of  the  bill,  including  weapons,  jackets, 
and  equipment  falls  on  the  Army 
ROTC.  In  contrast,  many  other  teams 
are  funded  by  their  student  body,  he 
said. 

“Next  September,  we  plan  to  contact 
ASBYU  to  become  a  school-sponsored 
team.  One  reason  is  the  team  is  open  to 
the  whole  school  student  body,  not  just 
ROTC  cadets,”  he  said. 

The  team  practices  at  the  rifle  range 
at  Timpanogos  Park  in  Provo,  next  to 
the  swimming  pool.  “It  is  an 
eight-point  range,  which  means  that 
eight  persons  can  shoot  at  one  time,” 
said  DeFrehn.  “In  order  for  the  BYU 
team  to  be  able  to  host  a  match,  at 
least  a  10  to  15-point  range  is  needed.” 

Weber  State,  Utah,  Utah  State,  Idaho 
State  and  newcomer  Montana  State 
also  field  squads  in  the  Intermountain 
Shooter’s  League.  DeFrehn  said  last 
year  Idaho  State  won  the 
championship,  trailed  closely  by  Utah 
State.  BYU  came  in  fourth. 

“This  year  things  are  different,”  he 
said.  “We  have  won  more  competitions 
than  any  other  team  in  the  league  this 


year,  and  we  have  beaten  Utah  State 
two  times  out  of  three.  However,  they 
remain  slightly  ahead  in  aggregate 
score,  but  we  hope  to  catch  them.” 

BYU  faces  Utah  State  two  more 
times  this  year,  with  the  next 
competition  in  Salt  Lake  City 
Saturday. 

Each  team  member  uses  a  specially 
designed  .22  caliber  rifle  without  a 
scope  on  it,  although  they  may  look 
through  a  scope  that  is  nearby  before 
shooting.  “Each  person  must  shoot  at 
targets  that  are  the  size  of  a  silver 
dollar,”  DeFrehn  said.  “They  have  to 
fire  20  shots  from  each  of  three 
positions  —  standing,  kneeling,  and 
prone  —  or  60  shots  total.  A  bullseye  is 
worth  10  points,  for  a  total  possible 
score  of  600.  In  addition  to  hitting  the 
center  circle  for  a  bullseye,  if  a  shot 
knocks  out  the  center  dot,  it  counts  as 
an  ‘x’.  Scores  of  the  top  four  shooters 
are  figured  into  the  team  score.” 

DeFrehn  said,  “Nobody  on  the  ‘A’  or 
‘B’  team  is  guaranteed  a  position.  If 
someone  comes  along  and  shoots 
better,  then  they  take  over  that  spot  on 
the  team.  This  encourages  real 
competition.” 

DeFrehn  also  pointed  out  that  the 
league  awards  a  trophy  to  the  women’s 
high  scorer,  and  that  he  is  interested  in 
starting  a  women’s  team  as  well  as  a 
men’s. 

DeFrehn  and  Merz  both  said  they 
hope  to  be  able  to  field  a  pistol  team  in 
the  future. 


ACLU 
trial  date 
to  be  set 

A  trial  date  for  a 
housing  discrimination 
suit  against  Cedarcrest 
Apartments  will  be  set 
next  week,  according  to 
Shirley  Pedter  of  the 
American  Civil  Liberties 
Union  (ACLU). 

The  suit,  filed  on 
behalf  of  Elaine  Joyce 
Alston,  alleges  that  she 
was  not  allowed  to  rent 
an  available  apartment  in 
Cedarcrest  because  the 
unit  was  in  the  “male 
only”  section  of  the 
complex. 

Cedarcrest  segregates 
male  and  female 
apartments  in  voluntary 
compliance  with  BYU 
housing  policy. 

Ms.  Pedler  said  a  date 
had  not  yet  been  set 
because  law  requires  20 
days  elapse  after  the  suit 
is  filed  to  find  areas  of 
common  agreement 
between  opposing 
parties. 

Ms.  Pedler  said  it  was 
not  possible  to  tell  if  any 
points  of  common 
agreement  would  be 
found  at  the  present 
time. 

The  20-day  time 
period  ends  next  week, 
after  which  a  trial  date 
will  be  set,  she  said. 


Y  cadets  fly  high 
with  scholarships 

BYU’s  Air  Force  ROTC  has  the  third  highest 
number  of  cadets  on  scholarship  in  the  nation, 
according  to  a  BYU  ROTC  officer. 

Capt.  John  Patrick  released  the  figures,  compiled 
Oct.  31,  showing  86  of  the  190  BYU  Air  Force  cadets 
were  receiving  Air  Force  scholarships. 

He  said  BYU  also  ranks  11th  nationally  in  the 
number  of  students  enrolled  in  the  Air  Force  ROTC, 
of  schools  with  non-compulsory  ROTC  programs. 

“I  think  the  quahty  of  the  BYU  students  is 
indicated  by  the  number  of  scholarships  awarded  to 
the  cadets,”  Capt.  Patrick  said.  “The  cadets  here 
compete  on  a  nationwide  basis  for  these  scholarships, 
and  the  fact  that  46  per  cent  of  the  cadets  here  are 
receiving  scholarships  shows  that  they  compete  very 
favorably,  he  said. 

The  purpose  of  the  scholarships  is  to  provide  funds 
for  the  students  to  pay  for  their  schooling.  He  said, 
“There  are  scholarships  that  range  from  two  years  to 
four  years,  and  some  pay  up  to  full  tuition,  fees  and 
books  as  well  as  $100  a  month.  This  is  in  exchange 
foB;  a  military  obligation  of  six  years  for  a  pilot  or 
navijgatqr  and  four  years  for  others.” 

In  comparison,  Capt.  Patrick  said  the  University  of 
Utah  has  seven  of  31  cadets  receiving  scholarships, 
and  Utah  State  University  has  19  or  56.

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Missionary  death 

Elder  seeks  new  trial 


A  motion  was  filed  last  Thursday  in 
Saline  County  Court  for  substitute 
judges  in  the  case  of  Douglas  R.  Bjelde, 
charged  with  murder  in  connection 
with  the  Jan.  3  death  of  his  missionary 
companion. 

David  Watt,  defense  attorney  for  the 
Wisconsin  20-year-old,  said  it  is  a  law 
that  an  attorney  can  file  for  substitute 
judges  and  he  had  “good  reason  to  do 
it.”  He  declined  to  comment  more  on 
the  action. 

Walden  Morris,  state’s  attorney  for 
the  case,  when  asked  about  the  action, 
said  Watt  didn’t  Ike  the  judges  assigned 
to  the  case.  The  hearing  for  the  motion 
is  scheduled  for  Feb.  16. 

Morris  said  there  is  no  death  penalty 
and  no  degree  of  murder  in  Illinois. 
Rather,  there  is  a  minimun  prison  seii- 


tence  of  14  years  and  a  maximum  sen¬ 
tence  of  life. 

Bjelde’s  arraignment  awaits  results 
of  a  psychiatric  examination  given  in 
St.  Louis  three  weeks  ago.  Bjelde 
remains  in  the  Saline  County  jail  in 
Harrisburg. 

Morris  said  he  and  his  associates  do 
not  get  to  talk  with  Bjelde.  All  he  knows 
is  that  Bjelde  eats  the  meals  taken  to 
him,  he  said. 

Watt  said  Bjelde  does  a  lot  of 
reading.  He  reads  the  Book  of  Mormon 
and  the  Bible. 

Bjelde  took  his  companion,  James  E. 
Christensen,  to  the  hospital  Dec.  31, 
1976.  Christensen,  24,  of  Moroni,  died 
Jan.  2,  1977  in  the  Pearce  Hospital  at 
Eldorado,  Ill. 


judge 

Morris  said  Christensen  was 
allegedly  beaten  on  the  head  with  fists 
and  this  caused  his  death.  He  had  also 
allegedly  been  forced  into  a  tub  of  hot 
water,  which  resulted  in  severe  burns  to 
his  hands,  feet,  arms  and  buttocks. 

Christensen’s  father  said  the  Ken¬ 
tucky  Louisville  Mission  does  not  have 
junior  or  senior  companions.  Christen¬ 
sen  had  been  in  the  mission  field  for  22 
months.  Bjelde  had  been  in  the  field 
about  one  year. 

Asked  if  he  thought  the  missionary 
meant  to  kill  his  companion,  Morris 
said,  “I  have  no  idea.” 

Morris  said  the  trial  will  be  by  jury. 

The  two  missionaries  lived  together 
in  a  mobile  home  in  Harrisburg  for 
several  weeks.

Y  grounds  chief  notes  25  years

Twenty-five  years  ago  the  grounds 
department  consisted  of  one  man, 
Wendyl  Jarvis.  Today,  as 
superintendent  of  Grounds  and 
Services,  Jarvis  oversees  a  crew  of  more 
than  140  people. 

Besides  being  responsible  for  the 
landscaping  and  maintenance  of  all 
BYU  property,  the  Language  Training 
Mission  and  the  Provo  Temple  grounds, 
Jarvis  supervises  the  removal  of  snow 
from  walks  and  roadways  and  the 
upkeep  of  all  athletic  fields  and 
facilities. 

Although  the  job  often  requires  him 
to  return  to  work  late  at  night  or  on 
weekends,  Jarvis  said  he  enjoys  his 
work.  “I  like  the  variety  of  it,”  he  said. 
Jarvis  said  there  is  never  a  shortage  of 
work  to  do  in  the  grounds  department, 
which  now  cares  for  five  times  the  area 
it  covered  when  he  first  started  at 
BYU,  including  230  acres  of  lawn 
which  must  be  cut. 


“Wendyl  has  dedicated  his  talents  to 
BYU,”  said  Ross  Rieske,  who  has 
worked  with  Jarvis  for  22  years.  He 
said  Jarvis  has  invented  several  tools  to 
save  the  school  money.  One  of  these 
tools  allows  a  workman  to  replace  a 
sprinkler  head  in  less  than  two  minutes. 
This  helps  greatly  in  maintaining  the 
school’s  82,000  sprinkler  heads,  he 
said. 

Jarvis  also  found  a  way  to  convert 
old  aircraft  tugs  into  grounds  vehicles. 
These  served  the  school  for  over 
twenty  years  before  being  replaced  by 
smaU  import  pickup  trucks.  When 
Jarvis  started  at  BYU  he  said  the 
grounds  department  didn’t  have  a 
single  piece  of  equipment. 


Enjoys  landscaping 

Jarvis  said  he  has  enjoyed 
landscaping  for  nearly  50  years.  He 
worked  for  many  years  in  Northern 
Cahfornia  landscaping  for  a  nursery, 


and  served  as  superintendent  of  parks 
for  Ogden  before  joining  the  BYU 
staff. 

Jarvis  said  he  hopes  to  increase  the 
number  of  large  trees  around  the 
campus,  by  relocaing  many  trees  that 
have  been  donated  to  the  school. 

Jarvis  and  his  wife,  Myrl,  live  in 
Lindon.  They  are  the  parents  of  four 


daughters  and  one  son.  He  is  now 
serving  as  a  high  councilor  in  the 
Pleasant  Grove  Stake.  He  is  also 
involved  as  a  member  of  the  city 
planning  commission  and  has  been  on 
the  city  council. 

“I  always  manage  to  have  at  least 
two  or  three  jobs  at  any  given  moment. 
I  Uke  to  be  busy,”  he  said.

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Opera  'Magic  Flute' 
deals  with  eternal  life

An  opera  whose  story  contains  a  parable  of  eternal 
life  will  open  Feb.  25  at  BYU. 

Dr.  Clayne  Robison,  artistic  director  for  “The 
Magic  Flute,”  said  the  essential  elements  of  the  opera 
are  wisdom,  teachability  and  a  sense  of  humor. 

The  production  will  run  Feb.  25,  28  and  March  1, 
2,  and  4. 

Although  Mozart’s  music  will  remain  unchanged  for 
this  production,  Robison  has  completely  revised  the 
English  libretto. 

“The  original  (German)  libretto  struggles  to  deal 
with  the  important  eternal  issues  of  life,”  he  said. 
“We  took  the  artistic  liberty  to  have  the  characters  in 
the  play  say  the  words  which  we  feel  Mozart  would 
have  had  them  say  had  he  known  what  we  know 
about  these  important  issues  of  life.”  . 

Robison  said  that  the  opera  treats  such  things  as 
the  opposition  of  light  and  darkness  and  the 
transcendence  of  wisdom  and  love.  He  added  that 
many  personalities  of  the  eternities,  such  as  Adam 
and  Eve,  the  prophets  and  Satan  can  be  seen  in  this 
parable. 

Many  opera  plots  are  not  suited  to  production  at 
BYU  because  they  don’t  deal  directly  with  the  most 
important  positive  principles  of  life.  “The  Magic 
Flute”  is  an  exception  to  this,  according  to  Robison. 

He  said  that  although  “The  Magic  Flute”  is  called  a 
musical  comedy,  it  is  much  more  complex.  “It  is  a 
masterpiece  of  humor,  but  it  is  also  a  masterpiece  of 
philosophy.  Like  Shakespeare’s  “A  Midsummer 
Night’s  Dream,”  it’s  hard  to  classify  as  a  romance  or  a 
comedy.” 


The  ideas  of  the  piece  should  come  through  to  the 
audience,  Robison  said.  A  matinee  is  planned  for 
fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  graders  at  the  local  school 
districts,  he  said,  and  added  that  they  should  enjoy  it

Robison  said '  “The  Magic  Flute”  is  the  most 
exciting  thing  he  has  done  at  BYU,  including  his 
multi-media  production  of  Handel’s  “Messiah.” 

The  story  concerns  the  Order,  an  organization  of 
men  devoted  to  love,  truth,  and  the  worship  Of  God. 
Admission  to  the  order  is  based  on  righteousness  and 
involves  initiation  through  magical  tests,  Robison 


“The  'Magic  Flute”  tells  of  the  struggles  between 
the  Order  and  the  Queen  of  the  Night  over  possession 
of  the  Circle  of  the  Sun,  an  object  with  magical 
powers.  The  story  also  tells  of  two  couples  and  their 
involvement  with  the  Order,  the  queen  and  the  Circle 
of  the  Sun,  according  to  Robison. 

Nearly  all  the  cast  members  are  students,  Robison 
said,  only  the  two  Queens  of  the  Night  are  not.  The 
show  has  been  double-cast  for  the  18  solo  roles. 
BYU’s  Symphony  Orchestra  will  provide  the 
orchestral  music,  he  said. 

Cast  members  include  G.  Leon  Archibald  as  the 
King,  David  Rich  and  Matthew  Walter  Bean  as 
Sarastro,  Debra  Bennett  Mitchell  and  Elizabeth  G. 
Hedquist  as  The  Queen  of  the  Night,  Robert  Dunn 
and  Stacy  Aronson  as  Tamino,  Martin  K.  Wright  and 
Britton  Davis  ad  Papageno,  and  Lezlie  Spraker  Baliff 
and  Loretta  King  as'  Papagena.  Students  in 
double-cast  roles  will  appear  on  alternate  nights, 
Robison  said. 


This  Week  Film  Society  features 
“Stagecoach,”  the  movie  that  launched 
John  Wayne  on  the  path  of  stardom. 

In  this  major  Western,  Wayne 
plays  “The  Ringo  Kid,”  a  prison 
escapee  set  on  getting  revenge  for  the 
murders  of  his  father  and  brother.  The 
movie  is  also  noted  for  the  1939 
Academy  Award-winning  performance 
(best  supporting  actor)  of  Thomas 
Mitchell  as  Doc  Boone.  Claire  Trevor, 
who  played  Dallas,  was  nominated  for 
the  best  actress  award  for  her  role  in 
“Stagecoach.”  Andy  Devine  plays 
Buck,  a  comical  stagecoach  driver. 


Director  John  Ford  is  known  for 
choosing  actors  who  fit  the 
stereotyped  roles  his  screenplays  seem 
to  require.  Each  character  has  a 
definite  personality,  and  Ford  typecast 
the  parts  remarkably  well.  John  Wayne 


plays  a  subtle  yet  dynamic  role, 
making  the  audience  anticipate  each 
action.  Director  Ford  used  artistically 
differing  camera  techniques  and 
scenery  to  project  moods.  He  used 
situations  and  settings  to  create  an 
atmosphere  almost  unbelievably 
realistic,  considering  the  cinema 
technology  of  the  1930s. 

The  movie  was  filmed  in  the  mesas 
and  buttes  of  Monument  Valley  in 
Arizona,  the  setting  for  many  of 
Ford’s  success  fulms.  Showing  in  1939, 
“Stagecoach”  has  to  compete  with 
“Gone  With  the  Wind,”  “Good-bye 
Mr.  Chips,”  “The  Wizard  of  Oz,”  and 
other  film  giants.  The  film  held  its 
own,  continuing  the  list  of  successes 
for  director  Ford,  and  establishing 
Wayne  as  a  star.  A  New  York  Times 
review  said  of  the  film,  “This  is  truly  a 
stagecoach  powered  by  a  Ford.”

Since  its  organization,  the  choir  has 
performed  throughout  the  region  for 
both  Indian  and  non-Indian  audiences. 

The  choir  has  36  native  American 
singers  representing  over  20  different 
tribes  and  tribal  blends.  Qne  feature  of 
the  choir  is  the  traditional  dress 
presentation.  The  presentation  gives  a 
description  of  the  traditional  dress  of 
each  tribe  represented  in  the  choir.

Skateboarding  craze 
more  than  just  a  fad 


The  skateboarding  craze  was  at  first 
inexpensive  for  its  followers.  However, 
as  skateboarding  became  more  popular 
the  sport  got  more  expensive.  Today  it 
is  not  uncommon  to  pay  as  much  as  $50 
to  $75  for  a  custom-made  board. 

Inexpensive  hobby 

The  skateboarding  enthusiasts  don’t 
seem  to  mind  the  initial  cost,  for  once 
they  pay  for  their  board,  there  is 
nothing  more  to  buy  and  the  sport 
becomes  cheaper  than  most  hobbies. 

Saturday  the  BYU  Skateboard  Club, 
in  conjunction  with  the  ASBYU 
Athletics  Office,  held  its  first  in¬ 
vitational  skateboarding  contest. 

It  drew  about  15  skateboarders  from 
BYU,  Utah  Technical  College  and  other 
schools  in  the  Provo  area.  The  contes¬ 
tants  battled  in  such  events  as  the 
freestyle,  long  jump  and  downhill 
slalom. 

The  freestyle  and  long-jump  events 
were  held  at  the  Riverside  Roller  Rink. 
At  first  the  contestants  were  cold  from 


waiting  outside  until  the  rink  opened; 
But  they  soon  got  hot  on  a  makeshift 
ramp  brought  by  one  of  the  skateboar¬ 
ders.  The  ramp  later  became  an  official 
part  of  the  freestyle  competition. 

The  slalom  and  downhill  events  were 
held  on  Cedarcrest  Road.  Slalom, 
similar  to  the  race  used  in  skiing  com¬ 
petition,  was  one  of  the  more  popular 
events  with  almost  all  the  contestants 
competing.

A  new  basketball  season  starts  tonight  in  Laramie, 
Wyo.  as  the  BYU  Cougars  try  to  turn  their  dismal  1-6 
record  around  when  the  second  half  of  the 
conference  race  begins. 

The  Cougars  will  play  Wyoming  tonight,  then  travel 
to  Fort  Collins  to  play  Colorado  State  Saturday 
afternoon  in  a  regionally  telecast  contest  starting  at 
12:30  p.m.  MST. 

Coach  Frank  Arnold  feels  optimistic  about  the 
second  half  of  the  season.  “We’re  going  to  be 
bouncing  back  and  we  still  have  a  complete  round  —  a 
game  against  every  team  in  the  league  —  to  make  our 
presence  felt.” 

Tonight  when  the  Cougars  take  on  Wyoming  they 
will  meet  the  only  team  they  were  able  to  beat  in  the 
first  half  of  the  season.  BYU  was  at  its  best  one 
month  ago  to  defeat  Wyoming  in  Provo  by  33  points. 

Wyoming  will  not  be  an  easy  game  for  the  Cougars 
as  the  Cowboys  improved  their  conference  record  last 
weekend  to  4-3  by  defeating  UTEP  on  its  home  floor, 
then  losing  to  New  Mexico.  The  Cowboys  played  a 
tremendous  game  in  defeating  the  Miners  in  overtime 
by  a  score  of  62-59. 

With  the  record  the  Cougars  have,  thoughts  of  the 
cellar  could  spark  them  to  a  better  showing  in  the 
second  half. 

Coach  Arnold  hadn’t  decided  who  the  starting  team 
would  be  up  to  the  time  team  members  left  for  the 
road  trip. 

The  Cougars  have  a  few  minor  injuries  mixed  with 
the  quitting  of  Nick  Nakic,.a  6-8  jumior  forward  from 
Zagreb,  Yugoslavia,  who  indicated  he  would  return 
home  last  tuesday  morning. 

“He  told  me  he  had  hoped  to  play  more  ball  here  at 
BYU,”  explained  Arnold,  “but  he  also  understood 
why  he  wasn’t  getting  more  playing  time.  He  liked 
the  university  and  the  people,  but  I  think  he  was 
anxious  to  go  home,  too.” 

Arnold  also  mentioned  that  Vance  Law’s  knees  are 
getting  progressively  worse  and  that  he  needed  a  few 
days  off  in  order  for  them  to  be  ready  this  weekend. 

Mark  Handy  wrenched  his  neck  on  Monday,  but  as 
the  team  left  for  Laramie,  Arnold  said  it  was  feeling 
better  and  hw  should  be  ready  to  play. 

Vance  Law  did  not  travel  with  the  team  Wednesday 
because  his  wife  Anne  was  giving  birth  to  a  baby  boy, 
born  Wednesday  morning.  The  senior  guard  plans  to 
join  the  team  sometime  today. 

With  the  loss  of  Nakic,  the  squad  was  narrowed  to 
12  players.  Since  the  Cougars  do  not  have  a  junior 
varsity  squad  to  draw  from,  they  will  finish  the 
season  with  those  on  the  current  varsity  roster. 

With  all  the  problems  the  Cougars  are  experiencing 
Ambld  still  thinks  his  team  can  beat  the  Cowboys.

The  tournament  features  a  rich  field  with 
top-ranked  Southern  California,  Trinity  of  Texas  and 
Stanford  among  the  teams  participating.

BYU  Coach  Wayne  Pearce  has  confidence  that  the 
team  will  do  well.  He  expects  the  team  will  give  USC 
“good  matches”. 

Should  the  Cougars  come  up  short  against  the 
Trojans  in  the  first  round,  they  will  have  another 
chance  in  early  March  when  they  meet  USC  again. 

Pearce  notes  his  squad  was  the  only  WAC  team 
invited  to  the  National  Intercollegiate  and  was 
pleased  his  team  was  one  of  the  top  16  collegiate 
teams  invited  to  participate  in  the  event. 


Stanford  has  held  the  team  title  for  the  last  three 
years  the  tournament  has  been  held.

“I  haven’t  even  been  homesick  for 
my  parents  because  I  phone  them 
regularly  and  they  always  sound 
cheerful.” 

Tiny  is  the  newest  basketball  star  in 
the  BYU  women’s  athletic  galaxy.  She 
enrolled  at  BYU  just  a  month  ago  after 
her  graduation  in  December  from  St.- 
Petersburg  Catholic  High  School,  St. 
Petersburg,  Fla. 

She  already  sparked  the  women’s 
basketball  team  to  a  big  win  when  she 
scored  25  points  and  snatched  18 
rebounds  in  a  game  against  Colorado 
State.  And  she  didn’t  get  to  play  the 
last  10  minutes  of  the  game  because  of 
an  inflamed  Achilles  tendon. 

Why  did  the  seventeen-year-old, 
pony-tailed,  64,  straight-A  student 
travel  2,000  miles  to  enroll  at  BYU? 

The  answer  is  brief.  Tina  wants  a 
solid  education  and  she  wants  to  play 
basketball  and  volleyball  for  a  major 
university. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  Tina  decided  on 
BYU  before  she  had  even  seen  the 
place.  Her  chief  encouragement  came 
from  her  high  school  coach.  Rose  Ann 
Benson,  a  graduate  of  BYU  who  is  now 
back  at  the  Provo  campus  working 
towards  her  master’s  degree. 

“Rose  Ann’s  description  of  the  BYU 
campus,  her  praise  of  the  faculty  and 
of  the  physical  education  facilities,  the 
immediate  response  and  interest  of  the 
university  to  my  inquiries,  and  the 

national  reputation  of  Miss  (Elaine) 
Michaelis  as  a  volleyball  coach  helped 
me  to  decide,”  Tina  said. 


In  high  school,  Tina’s  competitive 
sports  were  the  shot  put  and  the  discus. 
She  won  first  place  in  both  events  at 
the  Florida  State  High  School  Track 
Meet  last  year. 

But  whether  she  wiE  add  field  events 
to  basketball  and  voEeybaU  at  BYU  is 
stiU  in  doubt.  When  the  basketball 
season  is  over  in  March,  she  plans  to 
join  Miss  Michaelis’  USVBA  team  —  a 
voUeybaU  team  organized  for  players 
who  will  be  eligible  for  varsity 
volleybaU  at  BYU  next  year. 

Certainly,  Tina  is  not  taking  the  easy 
scholastic  route  at  BYU.  Her 
Presidential  Scholarship  demands  that 
she  maintain  a  3.7  grade  point  average 
and  carry  a  minimum  of  15  hours  each 
semester. 

She  plans  to  major  in  chemical 
engineering,  to  minor  in 
bio-en^neering  with  perhaps  a  degree 
in  medicine  after  that. 

Tina  got  her  first  look  at  BYU  last 
august  when  she  flew  from  St. 
Petersburg  to  attend  the  volleyball  - 
summer  camp  conducted  by  Coach 
Michaelis. 

Tina  returned  to  the  BYU  campus 
just  before  Christmas  with  her  parents 
as  guests  of  Miss  Benson.  But  she  | 
scarcely  ,  had  time  to  open  her 
Christmas  presents  before  she  started 
practice  with  the  women’s  basketball 
team. 

“At  first  the  high  altitude  took  my 
wind,  but  after  10  days  I  was 
acclimated,”  Tina  says. 

“Miss  Michaelis  began  by  teaching 
me  intriacacies  of  basketball  I’d  never 
known  about.  She  corrects  my 
mistakes  and  has  me  practice  a  specific 
skiE.  If  I  continue  to  make  a  mistake, 
she  has  me  try  again.  Her  criticism  is

Y  professor 
publishes  text 

A  BYU  sociology  professor  is  the  co-author  of  a 
new  book,  just  published,  on  the  problems  of 
homeless  women. 

In  the  book.  Dr.  Howard  M.  Bahr,  BYU 
sociology  professor,  and  Gerald  R.  Garret,  of  the 
University  of  Massachusetts,  draw  on  hundreds  of 
life  history  interviews  with  homeless  and 
disaffiliated  women,  according  to  Robert  P. 
Suarez,  publicity  manager  for  D.C.  Heath  and 
Company. 

Suarez  said  the  book  describes  the  lifestyles  and 
backgrounds  of  elderly  women  living  in  small 
apartments  in  huge,  shabby  buildings. 

“The  interviews  include  those  women  who  are 
‘making  it’  on  their  own  as  well  as  those  who  must 
be  cared  for  by  public  shelter  agencies,”  he  added. 

The  interviews  contained  in  the  book  showed 
that  the  women  fell  into  two  categories,  according 
to  Suarez.  He  said  that  the  first  group  was  filled 
with  instances  of  drunkenness,  desertion, 
shoplifting,  marital  violence,  abused  children,  and 
neglected  obligation.  However,  Suarez  said  the 
great  majority  of  women,  who  were  in  the  second 
group,  were  reduced  to  this  lifestyle  by  old  age, 
bereavement,  ill  health  and  insufficient  income. 

He  said  these  women  resent  the  physical  decay 
of  their,  surroundings  and  the  high  risk  of  falling 
victim  to  thieves,  muggers  and  drug  addicts. 

Dr.  Bahr  has  been  with  the  BYU  Sociology 
Department  since  1973  and  is  currently  on  leave 
from  BYU  in  Muncie,  Ind.,  working  on  a  special 
project.  He  will  return  to  BYU  next  year, 
according  to  the  Sociology  Department. 


Liquor  label  move 
barred  by  panel 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  -  A  State  Senate 
committee  defeated  a  bill  that  would  have  required  all 
liquor  bottles  sold  in  Utah  to  bear  labels  warning  the 
contents  could  be  hazardous  to  One’s  health. 

Instead,  the  Business  and  Labor  Committee  decided 
to  call  for  a  warning  on  liquor  ads  and  signs  in 
state-run  liquor  stores,  package  agencies  and  private 
clubs. 

Rep.  David  C.  Harvey,  D-Pleasant  Grove,  sponsor  of 
the  original  bill,  said  he  thought  the  ad  label  “is  a  step 
in  the  right  direction.” 

The  compromise  action  on  Tuesday  is  dependent 
upon  acceptance  by  the  Senate  and  House, 

The  vote  to  kill  Harvey’s  measure  followed 
testimony  from  Director  Wayne  J.  Ruffell  of  the 
Liquor  Control  Commission,  who  said  cost  of  labeling 
every  bottle  of  liquor  could  total  $800,000  annually. 

Bennie  Williams,  president  of  the  Salt  Lake  County 
Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau,  said  he  felt  labels  on 
bottles  would  be  “just  another  problem  with 
convention-goe  rs.  ”

An  education  program  to  help 
families  in  financial  trouble  began  this 
week  in  Provo  as  part  of  “National  Pay 
Your  Bills  Week.” 

According  to  C.  Douglas  Beardall, 
president  of  the  Utah  Bureau  of 
Collections,  the  purpose  of  “National 
Pay  Your  Bills  Week”  is  to  teach 
people  how  to  straighten  out  their 
finances  and  to  motivate  them  to  start 
now. 


The  Utah  agency  is  concentrating  on 
teaching  classes  in  finance  at  the  high 
school  level  with  some  guest  lectures 
on  the  college  level.

“Many  people  don’t  even  realize 
they’re  too  deeply  in  debt  until  their 
holiday  spending  pushes  them  over  the 
edge,”  Beardall,  stated.

Beardall  explained  that  putting  off 
payments  isn’t  the  solution  to  financial 
strain  and  troubles.  In  fact,  he  says,  it 
only  makes  them  worse.  “The  real 
answer  is  to  get  organized  and  start 
paying,”  he  said.  Even  if  only  partial 
payments  can  be  made,  it  is  necessary 
to  make  them.
